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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The drawings remain objected to as in the final 
office action and the specification stands rejected under 35 (JSC 132(a) for containing new matter since the specification originally stated 
that the rotational axle was parallel to the groove but now states that it is perpendicular. The claims also stand rejected under 35 USC 112 
1 st paragraph as stated in the final office action. In response to this rejection the Applicant again discusses how the device works and 
references the schematic shown in Figure 1. However the schematic does not enable one of ordinary skill to make and/or use the device 
as intended. The schematic does not provide any sort of structural relation between the parts and the specification does not disclose these 
details. How are the rocker elements attached on individual rotatable axles and where are these axles in relation to the rest of the device? 
How are the springs attached to the rocker elements? Claims 9-14 strand rejected as in the final office action and the Applicant's remarks 
only address claims 5-8 which are now canceled. 
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
